Its crowning feature, the 19-foot Statue of Freedom, was 
raised to its place on Dec 2. 1863. 
t The new Capitol was scarcely finished when agitation began to extend the 
East Front. Architects pointed to the misplaced and overhanging dome. The idea 
shocked many, to whom th e Capitol was sacred and unchangeable. Now, after 
nearly a century of debate, the project U well under way.

W hen completed by 1961. the 10-millton-dollar Job will not only strengthen 
and beautify the Capitol but provide m uch-needed office room, in keeping with the 
Capitol s role as symbol of the nation’s growth.
